AlUlDUnCEIIlBIlt. 


The  Kegular  Session  of  1 886-' 87,  in  the  Fort  Wayne  College  of  Medicine  will 
begin  on  Tuesday,  September  21st,  and  will  close  March  Ist,  1887,  with  the  usual 
interval  during  the  holiday  season.  It  is  now  the  only  Medical  School  in  Northern 
Indiana. 

The  experience  of  previous  sessions  shows  that  the  city  of  Fort  Wayne  is  a  point 
eminently  adapted  for  instruction  in  medical  science.  With  a  population  of  more 
than  35,000,  with  three  great  east  and  west  trunk  lines  of  railway,  and  four  north 
and  south  lines,  and  two  more  in  process  of  construction,  respectively  south-east  and 
south-west;  with  all  the  necessary  paraphernalia  and  equipment  necessary  to  the 
competent  management  of  these  interests;  and  the  consequent  accidents  necessarily 
resulting  from  such  an  aggregation  of  railroads^  and  their  employes,  it  will  not  be 
doubted  that  few  places  are  better  adapted  for  the  purpose  of  medical  instruction 
than  this  city.  Both  of  the  Professors  of  Surgery  are  Surgeons  of  the  Pennsylvania 
and  Wabash  Railway  Companies,  and  their  patients  are  cared  for  in  the  St. 
Joseph's  Hospital. 


ThB  C]iEiiiiGalLal:nratDry, 

This  department  of  instruction  has  been  arranged  under  the  individual  direction 
of  the  Professor  of  Chemistry.  The  apparatus  for  a  practical  course  in  Medical 
Chemibtry  is  provided  for  each  student.  The  laboratory  is  well  equipped  for  the 
work  for  which  it  is  designed. 
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St.  Jaseph's  Hospital 

Situated  at  the  corner  of  Broadway  and  Main  streets,  is  the  Clinical  School  of  the 
College.  Its  ample  accommodations  are  in  every  way  arranged  for  its  purposes,  and 
it  is  under  excellent  discipline.  It  is  the  largest  general  hospital  in  the  State  of 
Indiana,  and  is  rapidly  gaining  the  favor  and  patronage  of  the  country  around. 
Extensive  additions,  costing  thirty  thousand  dollars,  which  add  largely  to  its  facil- 
ities, have  been  recently  completed.  By  reason  of  the  great  railroad  traffic  center- 
ing in  Fort  Wayne,  the  Hospital  frequently  becomes  the  scene  of  capital  operations 
by  the  Hospital  staff,  and  affords  abundant  material  for  clinical  instruction,  both 
medical  and  surgical. 


Clinics,

The  following  clinics  will  be  held  throughout  the  course,  either  at  the  Hospital 
or  College  Dispensary,  as  may  be  most  convenient: 

Surgical  Clinics,  Diseases  of  the  Nose  and  Throat, 

Chest  Diseases,  Diseases  of  Women, 

Medical  Clinics,  Diseases  of  CJiildren, 

Eye  and  Ear  Diseases,  Genito-Urinary  Diseases. 

At  these  Clinics  opportunities  are  afforded  to  the  individual  student  for  thorough, 
practical  knowledge,  generally  attainable  only  by  attendance  upon  private  courses. 
During  the  last  session  these  clinics  were  numerously  attended,  and  the  effect  upon 
the  class  of  the  advantages  offered  by  them,  were  obvious  at  the  final  examination. 

At  the  clinics  held  by  the  Professor  of  Theory  and  Practice,  special  facilities  are 
offered  for  the  practical  study  of  heart  and  lung  diseases.  The  students  individ- 
ually practice  percussion  and  ausculation,  under  his  immediate  direction,  thus 
giving  them  a  familiarity  with  the  use  of  the  stethoscope  and  other  instruments  of 
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physical  diagnosis,  which  is  usually  obtained  in  practice  after  graduation,  or  in 
private  courses.  The  miscroscope  will  also  be  used  as  an  aid  to  diagnosis  in  dis- 
eases of  the  kidneys,  lungs,  blood,  etc.  These  are  among  the  many  advantages, 
which  can  be  given  only  to  members  of  a  moderately  small  class. 


CnursB  nf  Study, 

The  demand  of  the  profession  and  of  the  public  is  for  an  elevation  of  the  stan- 
dard of  medical  education.  The  Fort  Wayne  College  of  Medicine,  recognizing  the 
justice  of  this  demand,  has  instituted  a  giaded  couse,  which  however,  for  the  pres- 
ent, is  optional  with  the  student. 

This  course  of  study  requires  attendance  during  three  regular  terms. 

The  first  year  comprises  the  study  of  Anatomy  Cwith  dissections),  Chemistry, 
Practical  Chemistry  and  Physiology. 

The  second  year  comprises  Surgical  Anatomy,  Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics, 
Pathology,  Histology  and  the  use  of  the  Microscope,  Clinical  Medicine  and  Surgery 
at  the  Hospital,  and  Physical  Diagnosis. 

The  third  year  comprises  Practice  of  Medicine  and  Surgery,  Obstetrics,  Gynaecol- 
ogy, Diseases  of  Children,  Materia  Medica  and  Theapeutics,  Medical  and  Surgical 
Clinics  at  the  Hospital,  and  the  Application  of  Surgical  Appliances  and  Bandages. 

The  Faculty  strongly  recommends  this  course  for  the  adoption  of  students,  yet 
for  the  present  they  are  free  to  choose  whether  they  will  follow  this  or  the  usual 
course. 


FEmalE  Students  AdmittEd. 

The  Faculty  desires  to  call  special  attention  to  the  fact  that  female  students 
are  admitted  to  study  in  this  school  upon  the  same  basis  and  with  the  same  privil- 
eges in  every  respect  as  male  students;  and  each  class  hitherto  ha§  included  ladies 
whose  standing  has  been  equal  to  that  of  any  of  the  gentlemen. 
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REquisitES  far  tliE  UEgrEE  of  Cnctar  af  MEdicinE, 


1.  The  candidate  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  of  a  good  moral 
character. 

2.  Must  file  a  satisfactory  certificate  of  having  studied  medicine  for  at  least 
three  years  under  a  regular  graduate  or  licentiate  and  practitioner  of  medicine,  in 
good  standing.  No  candidate  shall  be  eligible  for  final  examination  for  graduation 
unless  his  or  her  term  of  three  years'  study  shall  have  been  completed,  or  shall  ex- 
pire at  a  date  not  later  than  three  monihs  after  the  close  of  the  final  examinations. 

3.  Must  file  satisfactory  evidence  that,  during  the  above  mentioned  three  years, 
he  or  she  has  matriculated  at  some  regular  college  or  colleges  for  two  regular  sess- 
ions, and  in  the  course  of  the  same  has  attended  two  full  courses  of  instruction,  the 
latter  of  which  must  have  been  in  this  institution.  No  two  consecutive  courses  of 
instruction  shall  be  held  as  satisfying  the  above  requirements,  unless  the  time  be- 
ween  the  beginning  of  the  first  course  and  the  end  of  the  second  course  is  greater 
than  fifteen  months.  ^ 

4.  Must  have  dissected  at  least  one  session,  and  have  likewise  received  practical 
instruction  in  Chemistry,  in  this  or  some  other  medical  school,  and  must  also  have 
attended  hospital  instructions,  both  of  which  must  be  shown  by  sufficient  evidence. 

5.  The  candidate  must  have  passed  personal  examinations  by  the  Faculty  in  all 
the  branches  of  medicine  taught  in  this  college.  Each  candidate  for  graduation 
will  be  examined  by  the  different  teachers  at  the  end  of  every  month,  and  the  aver- 
age of  the  monthly  examinations  will  influence  his  final  standing. 

6.  Each  candidate  must  have  paid  in  full  all  College  dues,  including  the  gradu- 
ation fee. 

The  degree  will  not  be  conferred  upon  any  candidate  who  absents  himself  from 
the  Public  Commencement  without  permission. 

Premature  exapiinations  will  be  granted  under  certain  circumstances,  but  the  can- 
didate must  give  good  and  sufficient  reasofis  for  requesting  the  same.

Persons  desiring  to  take  instruction  in  practical  anatomy  and  chemistry  are  per- 
mitted to  do  so  without  the  payment  of  the  matriculation  fee. 

1.  All  fees  shall  be  paid  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty,  and  upon  presentation 
of  the  Secretary's  General  Ticket  to  the  members  of  the  Faculty,  the  holder  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  tickets  paid  for. 

2.  No  ticket  or  other  certificate  of  attendance  upon  the  college  exercises  shall  be 
issued  to  any  student  until  the  dues  for  the  same  shall  have  been  fully  paid,  and  no 
certificate  until  the  end  of  the  term. 

3.  The  established  fees  for  the  exercises  of  the  regular  session,  except  the  mat- 
riculation fee,  graduation  fee,  fee  for  dissection,  and  hospital  ticket,  will  be  reduced 
one  half  to  graduates  of  other  regular  colleges  of  less  than  three  years'  standing, 
and  to  under-graduates  of  the  same  who  have  attended  twQ,  full  courses  of  instruc- 
tion of  the  regular  session. 

4.  The  same  fees  will  be  remitted  altogether  to  alumni  of  this  College  to  grad- 
uates of  other  regular  medical  colleges  of  three  years'  standing,  the  three  years 
dating  from  the  time  of  graduation  and  ending  at  the  close  of  the  session  for  which 
tickets  are  given;  to  under-graduates  who  have  already  attended  two  full  courses  of 
instruction  of  the  regular  sessions,  the  latter  of  which,  at  least,  must  have  been  in 
this  College,  and  to  theological  students  when  not  candidates  for  diplomas. 

5.  The  same  fees  may  be  reduced  or  remitted  to  deserving  indigent  students,  to 
a  number  not  exceeding  five  per  cent.  o£  the  matriculates  at  the  previous  regular 
session  of  the  college. 

At  the  end  of  the  term,  certificates  of  attendance  are  issued  to  non-graduates,  in 
which  the  exact  amount  of  attendance  during  the  term  is  ceitified  to  by  the  Dean 
and  the  Secretary,  over  the  seal  of  the  College. 
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FrEliminary  RBquirEniEiits. 

Each  student  before  matriculation  must  present  satisfactory  evidence,  on  examin- 
ation or  otherwise,  of  proficiency  in  the  fundamental  branches  of  an  English 
education.  Graduation  from  a  college,  academy  or  high  school,  or  a  license  to  teach 
in  the  public  schools,  will  be  evidence  of  such  proficiency. 


TtLB  New  CallEgE  Building, 

The  College  has  removed  to  the  large  three-story  brick  block,  on  the  west  side  of 
Barr  Street,  between  Berry  and  Main  streets,  two  squares  from  the"  Court  House. 
This  building  furnishes  about  twice  as  much  space  as  the  one  formerly  occupied  by 
the  College.  It  has  been  fitted  up  in  a  superior  manner  and  is  spacious  and  conve- 
nient in  every  respect. 


Boarding  and  Lodging, 

There  are  many  excellent  boarding  houses  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  Coll- 
ege. On  reaching  the  city,  students  should  go  at  once  to  the  office  of  the  Dean,  at 
No.  74  Calhoun  Street,  over  Mordhurst's  drug  store,  where  they  will  be  furnished 
with  directions  to  boarding  houses.  The  rate  per  week  varies,  of  course,  with  the 
accommodations,  and  can  be  found  at  from  three  and  one-half  dollars,  upward.  In 
many  instances  heretofore,  students  have  gone  below  even  this  figure.

Students  should  arrange  to  get  here  very  early  in  the  session,  as  the  accumulation 
of  clinical  material  during  summer,  renders  the  first  few  weeks  of  the  session  espe- 
cially rich  in  clinical  instruction.
